Whereas, A treaty of political union between the Republic of 
Hawaii and the United States of America has bcen made by the Presi- 
dent with the approval of the Cabinet, in accordance with Article 
32 of the Constitution, and has been signed by the representatives 
of both Governments: 

Now, therefore, I, Sanford B. Dole, President of the Republic 
of Hawaii, by virtue of the power conferred upon me by Article 28 
of the Constitution, hereby convene the Senate in Special Session 
at the Executive Building in Honolulu, at 12 o'clock noon, on Wed- 
nesday, the eishth day of September, A. D. 1897, for the considera- 
tion of the question of the ratification of the said treaty of an- 
nexation and for the despatch of other public business.

PRESIDENT! S MESSAGHE. 
Minister Cooper presented the following Message from President Dole: 


To the Senate of the Republic of Hawaii: 

Under the authority conferred upon me by the constitution, and 
with the approval of the Cabinet, I have negotiated a treaty of 
political union between the Republic of Hawaii and the United States 
of America which was signed by the plenipotentiaries of both govern- 
ments in the city of Washington on the 16th day of June A. D. 1897. 
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I herewith transmit the same to the Senate for the considera- 
tion of the question of the ratification thereof, under its consti- 
tutional authority. 

In this relation I desire to cali your attention to certain 
significant events which bear upon this matter. 

The Provisional Government which succeeded the Hawaiian Monarchy 
on the 17th day of January A. D. 1898, was organized for the admin- 
istration of public affairs until such time as terms of union with 
the United States of America should have been agreed on. Unexpected 
delays in the consummation of such union having occurred, the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii was organized and proclaimed on the 4th day of July 
A..D. 1894. The fundamental law of the new republic contained the 
following words: "the President, with the approval of the Cabinet, 
is hereby expressly authcrized and empowered to make a treaty of 
political or commercial union between the Republic of Hawaii and 
the United States of America, subject to the ratification of the 
Senate.» 

The Legislature of the Republic at both of its sessions passed 
joint resolutions endorsing the annexation policy of the Provisional 
Govermment and Republic of Hawaii. 

The grounds for the adoption of this policy on the 17th day of 
January A. D. 1898 were, first;-— the existing local conditions under 
which the maintenance of stable government was beset with great and 
increasing difficulties; and the growing menace to the small Hawaii- 
an population involved in the impending immigration, possibly un- 
limited, of races whose civilization was not in accord with the es- 
tablished institutions of the country; second;~- the rapidly devel- 
oping interests of the great naval powers in the Pacific Ocean which 


rendered the permanence of the independent government of the Hawaiian 


Islands extremely uncertain; third;- the importance of securing 
such permanence of relations with the United States as would render 
possible the development of the resources of this country; and, 
fourth;— an abiding conviction that it was for the best interests 
of all of the people of these Islands. 

All of these reasons for annexation to the United States of 
America still exist, and subsequent events have emphasized their 
importance. 

I would further call your attention to the friendly and pro- 
tecting policy of the government of the United States of America 
toward this country which has existed from the inception of its 
foreign relations, whereby the danger of foreign interference has 
been lessened, the stability of the Hawaiian Government has been 
promoted and trade relations have been developed to the great bene- 
fit of Hawaii. 

An important feature of the treaty submitted to your consider- 
ation is the provision that all Hawaiian laws and customs regula- 
tions not inconsistent with the treaty under consideration, nor 
contrary to the constitution or treaties of the United States of 
America shall remain in force until changed by Congress; such legis- 
lation by Congress to be preceded by a report to that body fron 
five commissioners, at least two of whom shall be residents of the 
Hawaiian Islands, recommending such legislation concerning Hawaii 
as they shall deem necessary or proper. Thus is deliberation as- 
surec as to the ultimate form of government for tre Territory of 
Hawaii, and the injury that inevitably follows sudden changes of 
political conditions precluded. 

In submitting this most important measure to your considera- 


tion, I would remind you that you are the representatives of the 


interests of the whole Hawaiian community of every class and name; 
and I cannot doubt that in reaching your decision you will be guided 
by the conscientious and patriotic desire to promote its best and 
most lasting prosperity.

TREATY OF ANNEXATION. 


Minister Cocper presented the original Hawaiian Copy of the Annex- 
ation Treaty. 

Mr. McCandless moved same be read. — 

President Wilder called for the wishes of the Senate regarding open 
or executive session. l 

On motion of Mr. Waterhouse, 

Open Session was unanimously carried. 

The Treaty was then read as follows: 

"The Republic of Hawaii and the United States of America, in 
view of the natural dependence of the Hawaiian Islands upon the 
United States, of their geographical proximity thereto, of the pre- 
ponderant share acquired by the United States and its citizens in 
the industries and trade of said Islands, and of the expressed de- 
sire of the Government of the Republic of Hawaii that those Islands 
should be incorporated into the United States as an integral part 
thereof, and under its sovereignty, have determined to accomplish 
by treaty an object so important to their mutual and permanent wel- 
fare. 


"fo this end the high contracting parties have conferred full 
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powers and authority upon their respectively appointed Plenipoten- 
tiaries, to wit: 

The President of the Republic of Hawaii. FRANCIS MARCH HATCH, 
LORRIN A. THURSTON and WILLIAM A. KINNEY. 

The President of the United States, JOHN SHERMAN, Secretary 


cf State of the United States. 


ARTICLE I. 

The Republic of Hawaii hereby cedes absolutely and without re- 
serve to the United States of America all rights of sovereignty of 
whatsoever Kind in and over the Hawaiian Islands and their dependen- 
cies; and it is agreed that all the territory of and appertaining 
to the Republic of Hawaii is hereby annexed to the United States of 


Anerica under the name of the Territory of Hawaii. 


ARTICLE II. 

The Republic of Hawaii also cedes and hereby transfers to the 
United States the absolute fee and ownership of all public, govern- 
ment or crown lands, public buildings, or edifices, ports, harbors, 
military equipments, and all other public property of every kind 
and description, belonging to the Government of the Hawaiian Islands, 
together with every right and appurtenance thereunto appertaining. 

The existing laws of the United States relative to public lands 
shall not apply to such lands in the Hawaiian Islands, but the con- 
gress of the United States shall enact special laws for their man- 
agement and disposition. Provided, that all revenue from or pro- 
ceeds of the same, except as regards such part thereof as may be 
used or occupied for the civil, military or naval purposes of the 


United States, or may be assigned for the use of the local govern- 


ment, shall be used solely for the benefit of the inhabitants of 


the Hawaiian Islands for educational and other public purposes. 


ARTICLE III. 

Until Congress shall provide for the goverment of such Islands, 
all the civil, judicial and military powers exercised by the offi- . 
cers of the existing government in said Islands shall be vested in 
such person or persons, and shall be exercised in such manner as 
‘the President of the United states shall direct; and the President 
shall have power to remove said officers and fill the vacancies so 
occasioned. 

The existing treaties of the Hawaiian Islands with foreign na- 
tions shall forthwith cease and determine, being replaced by such 
_ treaties ag may exist, or as may be hereafter concluded between the 
United States and such foreign nations. The municipal legislation 
of the Hawaiian Islands, not enacted for the fulfillment of the 
treaties so extinguished, and not dioongistent with this treaty, 
nor contrary to the Constitution of the United States, nor to any 
existing treaty of the United States, shall remain in force until 
the Congress of the United States shall otherwise determine. 

Until legislation shall be enacted extending the United States 
customs laws and regulations to the Hawaiian Islands, the existing 
customs relations of the Hawaiian Islands with the Ynited States and 


other countries shall remain unchanged. 


ARTICLE IV. 
The public debt of the Republic of Hawaii, lawfully existing 
at the date of the exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty, 


including the amounts due to depositors in the Hawaiian Postal 


Savings Bank, is hereby assumed by the Government of the United 
States; put the liability of the United States in this regard shall | . 
in no case exceed $4,000,000. So long, however, as the existing | 
Government and the present commercial relations of the Hawaiian 
Islands are continued, as hereinbefore provided, said Government 


shall continue to pay the interest on said debt. 


ARTICLE V. 

There shall be no further immigration of Chinese sta -etie Ha- 
waiian Islands, except upon such conditions as are now or may here- 
after be allowed by the laws of the United states, and no Chinese 
by reason of anything herein contained shall be allowed to enter 


the United States from the Hawaiian Islands. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The President shall appoint five Commissioners, at least two of 
whom shall be residents of the Hawaiian Islands, who shall, as soon 
as reasonably practicable, ,recommend to Congress such legislation 


concerning the Territory of Hawaii as they shall deem necessary or

Greeting :-— 
WHEREAS, It has been submitted to the Senate of the United 


States of America by the President of the United States of America 
and its Secretary of State, a Treaty for the annexation of Hawaii 
to the United States of America, and which still lies with the said 
Senate for action thereon to be had at its regular session which 
shall be in December next. 

AND WHEREAS, a Proclamation was issued by S. B. Dole, President 
of the Republic of Hawaii, calling all the members of the Senate to 


assemble in a Special Session of said Senate to be convened at the 
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Executive Building in Honolulu, Island of Oahu, Hawaiian Islands, 
on the 8th instant for the consideration of the question of the 
ratification of the said proposed Treaty of Annexation of Hawaii to 
the United States of America.

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, We, who in mass meeting assembled 
on the 6th day of September, A. D. 1897, at the city of Honolulu 
aforesaid, for ourselves and for and on behalf of the People of 
Hawaii ag well as for the large majority of the People of the Hawaii- 
an Islands, earnestly protest against the annexation of Hawaii to 
the United States of America in any form or shape.

The Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom was referred 
the Treaty of Union with the United States of America together with 
the message of the President relating to the same, beg leave to 
report as follows: 

The matter so referred has received due consideration. 
The making of such a Treaty is in pursuance of the avowéd policy 
of the Government of Hawaii, and has heretofore received the delib-— 


erate endorsement of both branches of the Legislature, and now meets 


Te 
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with the unqualified approval of this Committee. 

In regard to the details of the provisions of the Treaty, the 
Committee are of the opinion that all has been provided for which 
is necessary until the Congress of the United States shall decide 
upon the permanent form of government for these Islands. 

The experiences of recent years have shown, that under the 
changed conditions, which have resulted from circumstances beyond 
human control, good government cannot be permanently maintained in 
these Islands without aid or assistance from without. And further 
from our relations with, and the benefits received, and to be re- 
ceived, our opinion is that, the United States of America is the 
Goverment to which we must and naturally should turn for assistance 
of every Kind. 

Through the agency of Anglo Saxon civilization institutions of 
progressive civilized government have been established here, and it 
is for the benefit of all who dwell in this land that these insti- 
tutions be maintained. 

The forces which are at work in this ocean, and the aggressive 
policies of the governments bordering upon it, make it manifest that 
these Islands should come under the fostering care of some power 
whose policy will tend to promote its permanent welfare, and such 
power in our opinion is the United States. 

We therefore report in favor of the ratification of the pro- 
posed Treaty of Union with the United States of America, and submit 


herewith a resolution to that effect the adoption of which we 


recommend.

REP.ORT OF COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Baldwin, for Committee on Foreign Relations, 


Presented the following Report: 


Hon. W. C. Wilder, 
President of the Senate, 

The Committee to whom was referred the protest signed by 
fifteen Hawaiians protesting against the ratification of the Treaty 
of Annexation, report as follows: 

The document referred is not a petition to this Senate but a 
protest addressed to the President and Cabinet, evidently with the 
intention that they should well consider such protest before asking 


the Senate to ratify the Treaty. The President and Cabinet having

approved of the Treaty, the same is now before this Body for rati- 
fication. We are firmly and sincerely of the opinion that in refus- 
ing to ratify the proposed Treaty, we would not be acting for the 
best interests of all the people residing in the Hawaiian Islands, 
and we are also firmly and sincerely of the opinion and strong in 
the belief, that it is for the benefit, more especially, of the 
native Hawaiians, that these Islands should become a part of the 
United States. 

As the Legislature of this Republic has at its last two ses- 
gions passed joint resolutions favoring annexation, and the annexa- 
tion of these Islands to the United States was one of the fundament- 
al grounds for the establishment of this Government, we reccormend 
that the protest be laid on the table, and in doing so deem it our 
duty to say that in our opinion the protestants are protesting more 
on the ground of sentiment than that they really believe annexation 
would not promote the best and most lasting prosperity to these Is- 
lands and to all classes of people now residing therein.
